LoYALTY to the Union of the STATEs: 
Fri to the Constitution in its true 
extent and meaning: Obedience to and 
maintenance of all laws, State and Na- 
tional, constitutionally enacted. 

RESISTANCE to Tyranny, Usurpation 
and Oppreassien, of one man or many ; 
and to all encroachments upon the rights 
of freemen or of States, or upon the just 
and Constitutional prerogatives of any 
Department of the State or National 
Governments. 

RESTORATION of disfranchised citizens 
to all rights and privileges of which they 
have been disseized. 

PERPETUAL ASSURANCE to the colored 
race of all the rights of freemen. 

No REPUDIATION by State or Nation 
of any honest debt. 

No ESTABLISHMENT of Military, Des- 
potisms, no enthroning of martial law, 
no suspension of the writ of Habeas 
Corpus, no slaying of citizens by Mili- 
tary Commissions, no lettres de cachet, 
in time of peace. 

STRICT SUBORDINATION of the Military 
to the Civil Power. 

No STANDING ARMIES of States in time 
of peace. 

APPROVAL of the efforts of the Presi- 
dent to prevent the annihilation of civil 
liberty by the revolutionizing of the 
Government, and to restore the Union of 
the States; and of all that be bas done 
to defend the Constitution and to main- 
tain the rightful supremacy of the civil 
law; and charity and allowance for 
what he has left undone or done amiss. 

ALLEGIANCE. 

To demonstrate the lunacy of the Con- 
gressional legislation on the subject of 
reconstruetion, we stated, a few days 
ago, a5 8 proposition of the jus gentium, 
the law common to ali men of all coun- 
tries, that the moment the Congress of 
the United States established a despotic 
government over the conquered people 
of the Southern States, it released the 
people of those States from all obligations 
of duty, loyalty and allegiance, and they 
became at once invested with the right 
of resisting the government so imposed 
on them, if they could do so successfully. 

This was simply to say that when the 
Tinited States chose to consider these 
States as conquered enemies, and to 
govern them by a Military Despot- 
ism, they substituted the law of 
Foree for the law of Contract, and 
could claim nothing more, of loyalty or 
allegiance, as a right, than any other 
conqueror can claim of the conquered 
or of those whom, he despoils of tbeir 
liberty. Obedience, in every such case, 
is no longer a matter of duty, but merely 
of policy or fear. 

If these are the consequences of the 
legislation of Congress, the monstrous 
character of that legislation is most 
sigoally demonstrated. 

Now we reiterate the statement of 
these consequences. We do not say 
that the people of the South ought to act 
upon the principle that they are no 
longer required to obey asa duty, and 
that they no longer owe any leyalty or 
allegiance ; because we do not yet believe 
that there is no other remedy than resis- 
tance, for these evils, and not merely 
because the people have no power of 
successful resistance. 

Of course, if we are correct in the 
jegal consequences we deduce, the effect 
of secession, together with the legisla- 
tion that saceeeded it, and that which 
has succeeded the war, has been a com- 
plete excision of ten Southern States 
from the Union, by the absolute release 
of all their people from all those obliga- 
tions, which not existing, they are 
merely foreigners. 

We propose to prove that the proposi- 
tions we laid down are correct. 

Horses says: “ The obligations of sub- 
jects to the sovereign is understood to 
last as long, and no longer, than the 
power lasteth, by which he is adle to 
protect them; for the right men have 
by nature to protect themselves, when 
none else can protect them, can by no 
covenant be relinquished. The sover- 
eignty is the soul of the commonwealth, 
which once departed from the body, the 
members do no more receive their mo- 
tion from it. The end of obedience is 
PROTECTION ; which, wheresoever man 
seeth it, nature applieth his obedience to 
that power, and bis endeavour to main- 
tain it.” 

If the obligation of the subjects lasts 
no longer than the sovereign retains the 
power to protect them, it can not last 
after he refuses to do it, and abandons 
them to the freaks and caprices of military 
tyrants. Their right by nature to pro- 
tect themselves exists even more strongly 
in that case, than where the sovereign, 
himself unfortunate, is comparatively 
disenabled to protectthem. In thatcase, 
even, they may seek other protection. 
Their King, restored, and his misfortunes 
evded, might, in that case, again claim 
their allegiance ; but the sovereign who 
has once outlawed his people by setting 
over them a military despot and making 
his will the sole law, has abdicated his 
sovereignty over that people, and can 
never again reciaim it. It does not need 
to add that heis utterly unworthy of it. 

VATTEL says: “ When a Sovereign, 
arrogating to himeelf the absolute dis- 

poeal of a people whom he has con- 
quered, atiempis to reduce them to 


one single officer: and they assert this 
right by virtue of the right of conquest, 
It isan exercise of power and force, in 
which no consent or contract is asked. 
The very phrase, “right of Conquest,”’ 
excludes the idea of any contract, of any 
duty to submit, and still more that of 
loyalty and allegiance. an 
VATTEL continues to say: “The Scy- 
thians said to ALEXANDER THE GREAT, 
‘There is never any friendship Setween 
the master and slave: in the midst of 
peace the rights of war still subsist.’ 
Should it be said that in such 4 case 
there may be peace,-and 4 kind of com- 
pact by which the conqueror cons ents to 
spare the lives of the vanquished, on 
condition that they acknowledge them- 
selves his slaves,—he who makes such 
an assertion is ignorant that war gives 
no right to take away the life of an en- 
emy who has laid down his arms. 

Men of spirit, to whom life is nothing, 
less than nething, unless sweetened with 
liberty, will always conceive themselves 
at war with thet oppressor, though actual 
hostilities are suspended on their part 
through want of ability.”’ 

When the Southern armies surren- 
dered, the officers and men gave their 
paroles not again to take up arms during 
that war, and took an oath to support, 
protect and defend the Constitution of 
the United States. Thereupon the lan- 
guage of VaTTrer applied: “ If the 
conquered country is to be really subject 
to the conqueror as to its lawful Sover- 
eign, he must rule it according to the 
ends for which civil government has 
been established.’ If he establishes an 
unmitigated despotism over the con- 
quered, he releases them from all oaths 
of obedience and fidelity. Besides, the 
oath to support the Constitutiou creates 
aduty which cannot be performed until 
the conqueror gives the opportunity. If 
be establishes a despotism, the occasion 
for observing the oath is not offered. 
How can the people of Mississippi sup- 
port the Constitution of 
States? It is as foreign to them as the 
Constitution of England. The obliga- 
tion of their oath is in abeyance. Their 
interest in the Constitution is where the 
fee of land was formeriy said sometimes 
to be, én nudibus, in the clouds. 

Nor are the conquered bound by their 
parole, after the war has ended, if new 
cause of war arises. The establishment 
of a Despotism releases them from it, 

When the Privernian ambassador told 
the Roman Senate that if they granted 
peace on reasonable conditions, it would 
be safe and permanent; otherwise it 
would not last long, the wiser Senators 
approved the answer. ‘‘ Can it beimag- 
ined,” they said, ‘“‘that any Nation, or 
even any individual, will longer continue 
in an irksome and cisagreeable condi- 
tion, than while compelled to submit to 
it? If those to whom you give peace re- 
ceive it voluntarily, it may be relied on : 
what fidelity can you expect from those 
whom you wish toreduce to slavery ’’’ 

Again, VaTTeL, discussing the right 
of postliminium, says: ‘‘ When a Na- 
tion, a people, a State, has been entirely 
subdued, it is asked whether a revolu- 
tion can entitle them to the right of 
postliminium. If that conquered 
State has not yet acquiesced in her new 
subjection, has not voluntarily submit- 
ted, and has only ceased to resist from 
inability,—if her victor has not laid aside 
the sword of conquest, and taken up the 
sceptre of peace and equity,—such a peo- 
ple are not really subdued: they are 
only defeated and oppressed ; and on be- 
ing delivered by the arms of an ally, 
they doubtless return to their former 
situation.’’ 

When the armies of the Southern 
States had surrendered, these States and 
their people were willing, not merely to 
cease resistance, but to return into the 
Union, upon the terms then dictated. 
They complied with those terms, and 
sent to Congress, as their Senators and 
Representatives, men who could take 
the oath demanded. They had then 
really submitted, and were about, as 
they supposed, to be re-incerporated with 
the victorious States, become again 
members of the Union, and have no 
longer.any right to resist. P 

But they were not permitted to re-eriter 
the Union. Their Senators and Repre- 
sentatives elect were refused entrance 
into Congress; and now all! the govern- 
ments re-established by those States, and 
all their laws, customs, courts and au- 
thorities have Leen annihilated by Con- 
gress, and a Military despotism estab- 
lished overthem. Treated as conquered, 
they are only defeated and oppressed: 
they are no longer bound by their offer 
to return into the Union. Every thing 
has been remitted to its condition ou the 
day of the surrender. 

BURLAMAQUI says: “‘ War or conquest, 
considered in itself, is not properly the 
cause, of this acquisition ; that is, it is 
not the immediate origin of sovereignty. 
For the supreme power is founded on 
the tacit or express consent of the peo- 
ple, without which the state of war still 
exists; for we cannot conceive how there 
can be an obligation to obey a person to 
whom we have promised nosubjection.”’ 

Again he says: “It is@ertain that no 
conquest ever authorizes a prince to 
govern people tyrannically;’’ a princi- 
ple that needs no authority to sustain it: 
but whether it be true or not, it is quite 
certain that men are never presumed 
to have consented to be tyrannically gov- 
erned, or that a Military Despotism shal! 
be established over them. 

Ten years ago it would have been 
deemed absurd to cite authority in sup- 
port of the proposition that every man 
has a natural and inherent right, and 
one really inalienable, to resist the estab- 
lish ment over him, his State or people of 
an unbridled Military Despotism. Then 
it was an axiom, that * Resistanee to 
tyrants is obedience to God.’ None 
questioned then the right of the people 
of the Colonies to resist the legislation 
which taxed them without permitting 
them to be represented in Parliament. 
Then he would have been thought in- 
sane who had suggested that in half a 
score of years ten States of the Union 
would quietly submit to a despotism as 
limitiess as that of Russia under Perer 
THE GREAT, or Turkey under AMURATH 
II. 

That the conquerors, after fighting four 
years to maintain the integrity of the 
Union, at a frightful cost in human 
lives, and incurring a debt that is to 
weigh heavily on the future generations,

troubles. Weare not surprised to learn 
that ‘this act, whose first operation was 
to disable conscientious Presbyterians 
from holding offices under the Crown, 
became afterwards an engine of cruel 


obnoxious to the ruling party.’’ 

For all such laws are blows struck with 
the axe at the roofs of the Tree of Lib- 
erty, experiments to ascertain with how 
little true freedom a people can be con- 
tent. It was feared that the whife men 
of the South, /oya/, and deemed fit to be 
entrusted with the powers of the State, 
might be wise enough to see that to dis- 
franchise their fellow white men, greater 
in number than themselves, was to work 
their own ultimate ruin, and roba// of 
their liberties together. Wherefore they 
gave the right of suffrage tothe negro, 
knowing no such consideration nor 
anything else rational or reflective would 
ever oceur to Aim. Like the simians, 
the negro is by nature destructive, and 
not conservative. To give them the 
right to vote was acrime. To exclude 
white men by test-oaths which exclude 
the purest, wisest and best, is a still 
greater crime. No country can bear up 
against the burden of both; and the 
ruin of ours is already inevitable.

Such a man as HENRY WILSON would 
readily advise a soldier who had fought 
under LEE, JOHNSTON, BEAUREGARD, 
CLARK, FORREST, or any other of our 
Southern heroes, to unite with a herd of 
negroes and a few Radicals in making a 
Constitution for his State, and by it dis- 
franchising his General, his Colonel and 
his Captain. He would no more imag- 
ine that such a proposition could be 
deemed an insult, than BeNNetrr Junior 
thought it snobbery to offer to give the 
Prince of Wales a yacht. Nay, he 
would consider it in every point of view 
an admirable hit to urge the soldier to 
this, as the only means by which he 
could himself secure enfranchisement. 

It would never occur to Aim that for 
the soldier to do so, would be not much 
better than the act of the Argyraspidian 
soldiers in betraying EUMENES, their 
General, into the hands of ANTIGONUS, 
for which, after he had slain the cap- 
tive, ‘‘ he committed his betrayers into 
the haMis of the Governor of the Prov- 
ince, with express commands by all 
means to destroy, and bring them al! to 
an evil end, so that, of all that great 
number@f men, not so much as one ever 
returned again into Macedonia.”’ 

We cannot prevent, perhaps, the de- 
privation of the dearest privilege of a 
free citizen of a Commonwealth, in the 
case of these and a thousand other mili- 
tary and civil leaders ; but nothing com- 
pels us to put our own hands to the 
work and make it our own. Neither 
have the victors any right to demand 
that of us. If they do, it is a base act. 
It will be a baser one for us to obey. 

Of those who betray their Generals, 
those to whom they owe faith, our old 
friend MONTAIGNE says,—that he who 
rewards such a betrayer, ‘‘cannot, for 
all that, but look upon you as a cursed 
and execrable man; and conclude you a 
greater traitor than he does him against 
whom you are so; for he tries the vice 
of your disposition by your own hands, 
where he cannot possibly be deceived, 
you having no object of preceding hatred 
to move you to such an act; but he em- 
ploys you as condemned malefactors are 
employed in executions of justice, an 
office as necessary as discreditable. Be- 
sides the baseness of such commissions,’’ 
he adds, ‘ there is moreover a prostitu- 
tion of conscience. As the daughter of 
SEJANUS could not be put to death by 
the law of Rome, because she was a vir- 
gin, she was, to make it lawful, first ravy- 
i the hangman, and then stran- 
gled ;—not only his hand, Lut his soul, is 
slave to the public convenience.”” .... . 
‘‘ Where I have seen,’’ he continues, 
the taking of some little fort by assault 
in my time, some rascals who, to save 
their own lives, would consent to hang 
their friends and companions, I hav 
looked upon them to be in a worse con- 
dition than those that were hanged.”’ 

An imperious and insolent body of 
men wielding all the powers of govera- 
ment of a foreign State, say to the Con- 
federate soldiers in the South, “We 
have not the power to disfranchise the 
men who led you so long and whom you 
love and trusted and honored. We can 
only effect that by means of the negro 
vote, against your will, or by your con- 
sent and vote also. If you do not vote 
to disfranchise your leaders, you shall 
yourselves remain disfranchised.’’ Let 
the soldier who proposes to himself to do 
the deed, under this threat and for this 
dirty bribe of enfranchisement and 
equality with the negro, ask himself how 
much of what we have quoted above 


will apply, if not fully, at least in some 
modified degree, to himself? Too much, 
we should think, to be wi/ling/y accepted.

In Ascension, there were in 1860, 918 
white males over twenty, and 2522 
blacks. Registered on the 7th, fifty-one 
whites and 796 blacks! 

In East Baton Rouge, there were in 
1860, 2004 white over twenty, and 
2468 blacks. red on the 8th, 
thirty-six whites and 570 blacks! 

In Concordia, in 1860, there were 408 
white males over twenty, blacks 2369. 
Registered twelve whites and 922 blacks!

ADULTEBATED loBacco.—Among the 
samples of tobacco from Havana, the 
United States, Lurope and.the Lodies, 
examined lately at the Inland Revenue 
Laboratory in London were several gon- 
taining liquorice, others fermentable 
sugar, and some tannic acid, sulphate of 
iron and logwood, whilst one sample of 
“roll’’ sent from Scotland actually con- 
sisted of oakum, covered with a thin 
wrapper of leaf tobacco, and was, from 
its outward appearance, undistinguish- 
able from genuine tobacco. The use of 
any of these tobaccos, which are not on! 
nauseous from the impure mixtures ad- 
ded, but also contain a large proportion 
of **nicotin,’’ a powerful poison, is but a 
slow process of self-destruction. The de- 
cision of preference was unanimously 
awarded to the Chingarora tobaceo as 
containing no nicotin,’’ nor other drug, 
and being consequently pure and harm- 
less. 

THE BartisT Fatn.—The threatening 
aspect of the weather caused a small at- 
tendance at the Tabernacle last night.

ing: 

Believing that much of the estrange- 
ment, pot to say antagonism, so often 
painfully manifest among Christians of 
different denominations, resulfs, in a 
large degree, from a criminal want of a 
more fulland free expression of their 
common sympathies iu @ common cause, 
this Assembly cherishes with the liveli- 
est emotions of gratitude to the Great 
Head of the Church, every movement 
which tends to bring His people, by a 
better understanding of each other’s 
faith and feelings into closer bonds of 
fellowship and love, 

This Assembly, therefore, impelled not 
less by a sincere Christiaan fellowshi 
than by the sterner convictions of Chris; 
tian duty, reciprogates every 
advance towards a better udderstandin 
and amore intimate relationship be 
tween the churches in question. T 
cordial Christian greetings so opportune 
introduced and so happily continued 
means of |nter-denominational comm 
sionere between the two churches canndt 
fail to be accepted as an indication that 
an all-wise and gracious Providence h 
some great and noble end in view, 4n 
nocomplichment of which he pur 
to employ the mutual sympathy and 
operation of these different branches! of 
his church militant. 

At present nope can say whether that 
sympathy and Christian co-operation 
are to be developed, and that great mis- 
sion is to be accomplished through jour 
organic body, animated by one indifid- 
ual life, and marching in glorious ‘tri- 


umph under one battle flag; or thrqugh 
two organizations, each distinetiy 
marked by some peculiarity of its awn: 
yet both are in spirit and purpose march- 
ing side by side yoder banners slightly 
ditferent in texture, but both insctibed 


with the same glorious motto, “ By grace 
through faith are ye saved.”’ 

It may be truthfully said that the 
points of agreement between the jwo 
churebes are numeroys and . vital, or 
rather, that the — of disagreement 
are but few, and these all confessedly 
ameng non-essentials of our holy re- 
ligion. 

The government of the two churches 
is substantially the same, both strictly 
Presbyterian, having the same judicato- 
ries, each with its functions and limita- 
tions clearly specified ; both giving ut- 
terance to the same great conservative 
principles touching the spirituality and 
sacredness of the Church and disclaiming 
the legitimacy of all alliance between 
ecclesiastical courts and civil govern- 
ments, having the same order of minis- 
ters and the same modes of instruction 
in the sacred office; the same forms of 
religious worship; the same faith and 
practice iu relation to the au- 
thority, mature and designs of the 
sacraments of baptism and the Lord’s 
supper. The formulas of faith are very 
similar, each church possessing, it is mu- 
tually conceded, all that is vital to the 
Christian syatem. The modes of pre- 
senting the doctrines of the Crogs by the 
ministers of the two churches are gener- 
ally sosimilar that even the weil in- 
formed often fail to discover any differ- 
ence. In revivals of religion their min- 
isters and membersoften co-operate with 
great harmony and success. All these 
points of agreement, and the number 
might be much increased, tend to stimu- 
late organicunion. There are, neverthe- 
less, points of difference which make us 
in some respects two peoplein something 
besides the name. 

It is a historic fact, which lives upon 
the records of both churches, and which 
neither could suppress if it would, that 
the founders of the Cumberland Presby- 
terian church, when receiving ordination 
at the hands of the mother church, did 
ences to the doctrine of fatality or un- 
conditional election and reprobation as it 
was believed to be taught in the West- 
minster stand The doctrine of Di- 
vine decrees, as set forth im those stand- 
ards, was regarded by them asa high 
mystery, which they modestly declined 
to accept.

s00n came to be considereday our fathers 
as something more than # mystery, and 


faith it was excluded from their creed. 

It would be uncandid, and therefore 
criminal ina very high degree in this 
Assembly, in conducting this correspon- 
dence, to attempt to disguise the fact that 
they to-day, after an experience of more 
than half a cenwry, do adhere most 
sincerely to the faith of our fathers. 

Whatever soxiety or willingness there 
may be on the part of the Church repre- 
sented by this Assembly for organic 
union, results most certainly not from 
any dissatisfaction either with the doe- 
frines or usages of the Church, but purely 
from other causes, 

Perfect unity in opinion is not to be 
expected among men on any subject, and 
slight shades of doctrinal ditlerences 
doubtless exist; but it is fully believed 
that there is leas doctrinal disharmony 
in this church than In any other body of 
(hristians of @équal numbers, Many of 
our fathers were reared up inthe |’res- 
byterian church; they loved the time- 
honored standards of that chureh, and 
in changing their ecelesiastical statu. 
carried with them as a patrimonial in- 
heritance everything which they deemed 
vital to the new organization. Their 
sons also find in these time-honored 
standards many things which they rev- 
erently love as sacred and venerable, not 
because of its age only, but because it is 
true. 

The chureh represented by the Assem- 
bly feels that it is not arrogant In elaim- 
ing, with other members of the Presby- 
terian family » common inheritance in 
the rich historie memories of Presbyte- 
rianism, 

But it should not be forgotten that 
Protestantism itself is young, while the 
errors against which it protests have at 
least the venerableness of age; and that 
young Protestantism rests on truths as 
old as the bible. Whether the points of 
difference between the churches are of 
such importane as to justify them before 
God and the world in perpetuating their 
separate organizations, is the great ques- 
tion to be decided. 

Without prejudging the question, it is 
admissable tostate thatin most, if not 
all the great leading churches of Chris- 
tendom, the extremes of Calvinism and 
Armenianism are found to exist, and 
that the elements of these great antago- 
nistic systems are more or less active. 
Yet these churches, tolerating these doc- 
trinal differences, for the sake of the ad- 
Vautages of organic unity remain one 

either 


and undivided. 

Their chief bond of union is 
doctrinal unity nor ritualistic 
but is simple devotion to their ehurch or- 
ganizations, and a common inheritance 
in the historic treasures of the past. 
This bond, by asserting itedominion over 
the impulsions of the heart rather than 
over the frigid, unsympathetic dictates 
of an inexorable logic, proves too strong 
to be severed ty doctrinal! differences. 

But the two cbhurebes in question cer- 
tain'y do approach each other very 
pearly. If the two were to-day made 
organically one, without the modifica- 
tion of a singJe sentence in either confes- 
sion or faith, there would still be more 
doctrinal unity ; more real homogene- 
ousness than actually exist in some 
churches whose unity is their proudest 


Already agreeing in fundamentals, as 
is mutually conceded, if hey can con- 
sent to mutual concession and toleration 
in nou-es#sentials, aud charity in all 
things, than there can be not only or- 
ganic union, but thorough homogeneous- 
hess aud earnest co-operation througkout 
the whole affair. 

Without mutual concessions it is pre- 
sumed that the union is out.of the ques- 
tion, for it is not uuderstood that either 
church is dissatisfied with itself. 

Without toleration the body would be 
couvVulsed with strife, aud without homo- 
geneousness it would be wanting in an 
essential element of effective evange- 
lism, tbe organic union would be ren 
dered pearly valueless. This Assembly 
will not undertake even to indicafe the 
inestemiable blessings to the church and 
to the world consequent upon such a 
union, and certainly will not be slow in 
acceding to any termsof union which 
are, in themselves, not inconsistent with 
justice and honor and their clear con- 
vietions of truth. 

In reference to the whole subjectgthis 
Assembly devoutly prays that the will of 
Giod may Ledoue. This Assembly is ua- 
willing to close its utterances on this 


subject without expressing their cordial 
approbation of the earnest ane le 
maoner in which the Rev. T. D. $Vith- 


erpoon discharged his duties as commis- 
sioner from the (ieneral Assembly of his 
Church. 

In conclusion, the Committee recom- 
mend the appointment of a committee 
of six to confer with a similar cc mmittee 
appointed by the Presbyterian church, at 
such times and places as the two com- 
mittees may determine, and to report 
the result of this conference to the next 
Assembly. 

The Committee recommend the ap- 
pointment of commissioners to the seve- 
ral Presbyterian churches with whom we
